THE EVENING STAR’S FORECAST. 

The Evening Star today, in an article on the 
subje ct, SAYS: 

With rezard tothe republican tariff bill there is 
just as much unc P.ainty as there was several weeks 
ago. ‘The repubHcans of the sub-finance committee 
still reiterate their purpose to report a bill, but will 
not indicate any probable date for its presentation; 
nor do they say that the billis ready. The only reason 
assicned for the delay is that they want to hear all 
tho interests involved, but the fact that the hearings 
are almost entirely suspended seems to imply that 
this is not the real reason. During the past two 
weeks only about four bearings have taken place. 
For scveral days in succession the snb-commit- 
te has at times been _idie. It has 
been suggested by some of the democratic senators 
that it would be a good pian, in the event the tariif 
bill is not reported soon, to submita resolution to 
discbarge the finance committee from consideration 
of the subject and bring the Mills bill before the 
senate. Of course, the Mills bill could not be 
passed, but in that way, it is suggested, the 
whole subject could be brought before the 
senaic, and, as a democrat expressed it, ‘the 
republicans would be forced to show their hand.” 
Itis evidentthat the feeling in favor of adjourn. 
ment isgrowing. Within a few days, at farthest, 
the last appropriation bill will have been passed, 
and itis conceded that no more public, business of 
any importance will be transacted unless the tariff 
shall come up, and even then it does not seem to be 
believed that the two houses would agree upon any 
mea ure. Should the senate pass a I ill, & confer- 
ence would be necessary, and with theirreconcilable 
differences existing between the two 
patiies on the tariff, nobody doubts 
that days and weeks would be consumed in confer- 
ence. Putto make anv reasonable allowance for 
debate in the senate, itis not thought a bill could 
pass within less than a monthor six weeks. Sey- 
eral weeks ago, when it was supposed a bill would 
be reported very soon, not less than fifty-nine 
senators had indicated their purpose to speak upon 
it. Itis quite probable thateven should a bill be 
reported now, or at any Gay soon,not less than two- 
thirds of the senators would wantto debate.Jt. 
Hence, the only prospect ofanearly adjournment 
depends upon a backdown by the republican sena- 
tors on the tariff bill, If they adhere to their 
purpose to report a bill it seemsclear thatthe demo. 
crats are not willing totake any steps calculated to 
interfere. 

Will Relieve His Embarrassment. 

The introduction of the resolution by Sen- 
ator Edmunds, which was decided upon by 
the committee on foreign relations, 
withhole from the president the Scott 
Chinese exclusion bill, which passed the house 
on Monday, will probably result in relieving 
Mr. Cleveland from the embarrassing position 
which he occupied in this matter. A vote 
will be taken on the _ resolution  to- 
morrow, and in the meantinre the 
bill will be held from the president 
intil the senate has acted. It is an effort on 
the part of the senate committee on foreign 

’ the bill. It is, of 
course, understood that the object of the dem- 
ocrats of that committee is to relieve the pres- 
ident from the dilemma in which he had been 
placed by its passage. But why Senators Ed- 
munds and Sherman should desire to “hang 
up’ the bill 1s not understood. Certain it is 
they are the last two men in the senate who 
would suppose, would 
care to deliver the president from any 
embarrassment in Which he might be 
placed. However, it might be thai they think 
the president would s'gn the bill, which, they 
believe, would be a mistake in the teeth of 
the pending negotiations with China, and, be- 
Fides, that would materially strengthen the 
democratic party on the Pacific coast. Should 
the resolution pass the senate tomorrow, and 
the bill go tothe president, California mem- 
bers who have discussed the matter with him 
Say it will be signed, and by signing it he 
makes California certain for the democracy. 
However, it will be in direct opposition to Sec- 
retary Bayard, and then we may hear some 
Strong language from that official. Perhaps it 
wili be accompanied by his resignation. 

The Retaliation Question. 

On account of the senate committee on for- 
eign relations being busied with the resolution 
recailing the Chinese bill this morning, the re- 
taliation bill was only briefiy considered. It 
was referred to a sub-committee composed of 
Senators Sherman, Evarts and Morgan. This 
sub-committee will probably hold the bill for 
some time on account of Senator 
decided opposition to it. However, if they 
should report it to the senate and it ceuld come 
to a vote it would undoubtedly pass that body. 
The quostion now is whether Senators Sher- 
man and Evarts, both of whom are opposed to 
the bill, will allow it to come before the senate 
this session. Thisis not thought to be probable 
by democrats.

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The Fate ofthe Chinese Bill—Appropriations 
for Yellow Fever Sufferers. 

WAsnincron, September 19.—In the senate 
Mr. Edmunds reported from the committee on 
forcign relations the following order: 

Ordered, That the president of the senate be 
directed to withhold transmission to the house of 
representatives of the act (house bill) to prohibit the 
Coming.ot Chitfese laborers to the United States, 
until further direction of the senate. 

He asked for its immediate consideration. 

Mr. Telier objected to its present considera- 
tion and the order went over till tomorrow. 

Mr. Vest inquired of the presiding officer 
what the effect of non-action on the proposed 
order would be, but no response was made. 

FATE OF THE BILL, 

The resolution did not effect its purpose. The 
passage of the measure was duly announced to 
the house, when a motion to reconsider was 
defeated. The act was then enrolled, rigned 
by the speaker, and yesterday about 5 o’clock 
was signed by the president of the senate. The 
clerk of the committee on enrolled bills took 
it last night over to the house, but that body 
had adiourned and there was no ene to receive 
it, 80 it remained in tho custody of the senate 
committee over night. and was actually in the 
possession of the senate when the resolution 
of the foreign relations committee was 
reported. The rules ef the senate, at 
first reading, seem to provide that the de- 
featof the motion to reconsider shall bea 
final dispos'tion, so far as the jurisdiction of 
the senate is concerned, of any pending gués- 
tion, though, uponthis point, there 1s room 
fora slignt difference of opinion. Senator 
Bowen, chairman of the senate committee on 
enrolied bills, after a careful examination of 
the rute, héld that the annonncement to the 
house of the passage of the bill was a virtual 
surrender of its custody, and he took the re- 
sponsibility of permitting his clerk to proceed 
in the discharge of his duty, as usual. There- 
upon, ata quarter before one o'clock today, 
the enrolled bill, duly signed and ready for 
transmission to the president, was delivered to 
the proper officers of the house. 

ANOTHER OBSTACLE, 

he Chinese restriction bill seems to have 
met with another obstacie. Representative 
Kilgore, acting chairman of the house com- 
mittee on enrolled bills, whose duty it will be 
to carry the bill to the president, has decided 
to hold it back as an act of courtesy to the 
senate, to give an opportunity for action on the 
resolution of the foreign relations committee. 
TO REDIEVE FEVER SUFFERERS. : 

Mr. Edmunds also offered a joint resolution 
appropriating $100,000 to be expended under 
the direction of the president of the United 
States in relief of the suffering caused by the 
yellow fever now prevailing in the state of 
Florida; and asked for its immediate consid- 

ration. It was obvious, he said, from the 
public reports, about which there could be no 
doubt, that that most dangerous and fatal 
plague was rapidly extending, not only in the 
stricken state eof Florida, but into adjacent 
states, and that a vast amount of suffering 
was being caused thereby. 

The appropriation for the restraint and 
quarantine of the disease could not be used in 
aid of sufferers. He thought, therefore, that 
while tiie citizens of the United States were 
contributing out of their private means as lib- 
erally as they might, in aid of these stricken 
people, the whole people of the United States 
ought, forthe sake of humanity and public 
good, to contribute out of the treasury of the 
United States to eid mot only the sick, but 
those who have jeft their homes, and to help 
those communities in their dreadful distress. 

It was not within the competency of the leg- 
islature of Flooida to reeet and provide for the 
exigency. Under such conditions he knew 
of no better use to make of a part of the 
publie money than to make this contribution 
to be expended-under the direction of the pres-

AGREED TO SHOOT HIMSELF. 


Sarothy Keeps the Pledge He Made to an 
Enemy Three Years Ago. 

OmAHA, September 19.--In the reports which 
have come to this city of the suicide of Oers 
Barothy in Chicago, disappointment in love 
was assigned as the cause of the act. Recent 
disclosures, however, prove that such was not 
the case. The two brothers of the deceased 
man have a letter from him written on the 
day of his death, and telling of his purpose to 
kill himself in fulfillment of a pledge given 
three years agoin Hungary, his native land, 
to an enemy. 

Three years ago, on September 12, he was 
mortally offended by an ofticer_in the army at 
home. He challenged the soldier. The soidier 
accepted, with the usual privilege of selecting 
the weapons, or the means to be used of satis- 
fying the honor of both parties. In Hungary 
there are three methods allowable in such 
events—the sword, the pistol, or what is terin- 
edthne “American plan.’’ This consists in 
each party drawing one or two balls, a white 
or black. 
is bound to dispose of himself either by shoot- 
ing, hanging or drowning, or in apy other 
manner which may be decided upon by the 
challenged party before the balls are drawn. 

Barothy drew the unlucky ball. It had been 
agreed that the drawer of the black ball 
should kill himself by shooting on the third 
anniversary of the day. That anniversary 
took place on last Wednesday. That night 
Oers walked to the shore of Lake Michigan 
and. in remembrance of his word and honor, 
sent three bullets into his body and died. 

For three years his impending fate cast a 
shadow over his life, which was dispelled only 
when in the company of copgenial compan- 
ions, and yet nota mortal knew of the cause 
of his despondency save his adversary. 

On the day of his death Oers bought a box 
of mourning stationery, containing twelve en- 
velopes and sheets of paper. Yesterday the 
box was ferwarded to his brother at West 
Point. 
velopes. The others had been used in notify- 
ing his brothers, his adversary and the seconds 
in his duel of his approaching death. He said 
that he did not fear to die, and that he did not 
want his brothers to doabt him because he 
died in defense of his honor and kis word. Mr.

While Waiting for the Supreme 
Court to Act. 


A FAMGUS CASE IN NEW MEXICO. 
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The Story of the Crime and of the Trial— 
The Most Sensational Case in the 
Llistory of the Territory. 


Saw Maricart, New Mexico, September 19 
—[{Spocial.]—Last night Patrick Carmody, De- 
sideria _Jogala and Romaldo Gonzales, three 
prisoners under sentence of death for murder, 
escaped from the Socorrocounty jail, The 
three men were confined in the same cell. 

The escape was effected by means of filing. 
the bars and then digging through the walls. 

This escape re-awakens the interest in-the 
most celebrated murder case in the criniinal 
annuals of the territory, and likewise recalls to 
mind one of the most atrocious crimes in the 
criminal histery of New Mexico. 

The murder of which the three men were 
equally guilty was committed in Thiy early in 


® the fall of 1852, the victim being an old, gray- 
haired man named Wm. 


Wiggins. Carmody 
and his fellow assassins, Jogalo and Gonzales, 
the latter two old Mexicans, lived in the town 
of San Marica!l and were three of the most in- 


fluential citizens of the place, aud Carmody’ 


was connected with one of the wealthiest fam- 
ilies in the county. 

On the night of the murder Carmody, Jogalo 
and Gonzales, in company with several other 
Mexicans who became implicated in the affair, 
but who were never afterward captured, 
masked themselves and drove to Wiggins’s 
house, which was situated midway between 
the new and old towns. The door of the 
house was broken in and Wiggins was 
dragged from his bed beside his wife and 
then kicked and beaten until he was almost 
dead, after which a rope was adjusted around 
his neck, and he was hung up to one-of the 
roof beams of the house. 

The next morning the people of San Marical 


were surprised and horrified to learn of the | 


murder of the old man Wiggins. A rumor 
soon gained ground that§Carmody was guilty 
of tiie deed, but after a while nobody paid any 
attention toit. -The widow of the murdered 
man declared that she did not recognize any of 
the murderers, and after a few months it 
seemed that the murder of the old man was a 
thing soon to be forgotten. 

The first thing that excited suspicion was 
Carmody taking the widow into his house as 
housekeeper. Soon after this Jogalo and 
Gonzales, who hadinthe meantime fled to 
Arizona, believing that matters were quiet, 
returned home-to San Marical. This added 
fire tothe suspicion already ablaze, and the 
murder and murderers became a general topic, 
which ended in the arrestof the three sus- 
pected persons. The grand jury, however, 
which at the spring term ofthe district 
court, failed to findan indictment against 
them, and they were liberated. 

Mrs. Wiggins was then turned from Carmo- 
dy’s Louse. Shethen came out witha new 
story. She said \ Carmody had done 
the deed and that she recognized 
him at the time. She also 
said that she recogrized Jogalo and Gosi7ales, 
and that her husband was an important witness 
against Carmody in a government case, which 
was the cause of his murder. 

The case was not paid much attention, how- 
ever, till the spring of 1887, when it was 
brought before the attention of Prosecuting 
Attorney Jackson, who had the accused men 
arrested. The case had been given in the 
meantime much notoriety. The grand jury 
this time brought in an indictment charging 
the prisoners with the murder of Wiggins. 
They were admitted to bail and the trial set 
for the fall term of court. The trial was one 
of the most noted ones that ever occurred in 
the territory, and, despite the fact that the 
best legal talent of New Mexico, ap- 
peared for the - defense, a verdict of 
murder in the first degree was rendered 
against allthree. Judge Brinker sentenced 
them to be hanged December. 30th, but a stay 
of execution was granted pending a motion 
for a new trial. The motion for a new trial 
was overruled at the opening of court 
spring, and yet another stay was granted pend- 
ing an appeal to the supreme court, which 
convenes on the first of January next. - 

It is believed that the prisoners were aided 
in their escape by friends, and that horses 
were in readiness to carry them away. The 
country is now being scoured for them,and it 
is reported the governor will offer a large re- 
ward for their capture. It is believed that 
they are making toward Old Mexico. None 
of the other prisoners confined in the jail es- 
caped. 
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A REIGN OF TERROR. 


Incendiary Fires in Spokane Fails—A Vigi- 
lance Committee Formed. 
SpoKank Fatus, W. T., September 1%--]n- 
cendiary fires Sunday and early yesterday 
morning have created intense excitement, and 
a vigilance committee was formed last evtne 
ing and $100 reward offered for the capture of 
any guilty person. All disreputable charac- 
ters were warned to leave town under pain 
of hanging. On Sunday two fires were started 
in buildings where no stoves were used. Early 
Monday morning a big lodginghouse was 
fired, and persons escaped with great diti- 
culty. One man was evidently burned to 
death, as no trace of him could be 
found. Soon afterwardsfour other fires were 
started in different parts of the town. Inccn- 
diary fires yesterday were serious. The con- 
flazration in Pierce’s clothing house was well 
under way when discovered, but hard work 
saved much of the stock. Before the firemen 
had left the building another alarm was ring 
in, the fire being this time in a cotiage hotel 
on Main street. Here also the fire was well un- 
der way when discovered, and the boardershad 
barely time to escape with their lives. The 
fire spread to the Nevada house, and tothe 
livery stable, both of which were destroyed. 
Last night the streets were patroled by armed 
men. The saloons and gambling houses haye 
been closed, and no one except gaards are al- 
lowed onthe streets after 10 o’clock. The 
loss by yesterday’s fire was $150,000.

A few minutes later when his presence 
was required he could not be found, nor have 
the officers yet succeeded in their searthes for 
him.

The English Government Indorsed—Notes 
of Old World News. 

London, September 19.—A_ conference of 
radical unionists was held at Bradford today, 
Lord Hartington wrote a letter to the confer- 
ence congratulating the party upon the suc- 
cesses Of unionists. Ile said everything that 
had occurred since the rejection of the 
home rule bill confirmed the sound- 
ness of the judgment which had 
inspired the action of the unionists. 
The policy of their opponents, he declared 
had shown itself to be more and more based on 
disorder and Jawlessness. Eventsin the last 
session of parliament had proved that the 
unionist alliance was capable of providing the 
country with a legislative policy which was of 
a distinctly popular and practical character. 
As long as the unionists continued their duty 
of repress ng crime while seeking to satisfy 
the legislative wants of the people 
the party wounid resist the attack of 
the enemies of England and Ireland. 

The conference adopted resolutions approv- 
ing the policy of the government and aflirming 
the necessity of an improyed organization of 
the party. 

Mr. Chamberlain, in an address to the confer- 
ence, said he believed that the healing of the 
rupture in the liberal party was improbable 
and almost impossible. ‘he Gladstonians 
carefully avoided putting a programme before 
the country because they did not know them- 
selves what the unstable politician who was 
leading them might next propose. The 
speaker defended the action of the Irish 
executive, claim that the course pursned 
had been strictly in accordance with parlia- 
mentary legislation.

A Newspaper Man’s Death.

"NEWS FROM MACON. — 


A Railroad Watchman Shotinthe 
Thigh 


By a Man He Ordered to Leave the Yards—A 
Brilliant Wedding—Curbstone Echoes 
—Short Items of Interest. 

Macon, Ga., September 19.—[Special.]— 
Last night Mr. Jim Davis, who recently moved 
to Macon from Hawkinsyille and is keeping a 
bar corner Bridge Row and Ocmaulgee streets, 
shot Mr. Pat Pierce, the watchman of the 
East Tennessee freight depot yard. After the 
shooting Mr. Davis went to his bar, got some 


money and went up town. He went before’ 


Justice Freeman this morning, waived prelim- 
inary examination and will give bond. 

Mr. Pierce, who received a pistol ball wound 
in the left leg between the knee and thigh, is 
resting as comfortably today as can be expect- 
ed. The bali did not enter the bone or sever 
any artery. The wound is painful, but not 


dangerous. 

Mr. Davis says he was coming around the 
end of some cars from supper when Watchman 
Pierce accosted him ina very rough manner, 
cursed him and drew his pistol and commanded 
him to leave the yard. Mr. Davis started off, 
when his foot caughtin the track and he fell, 
and Mr. Pierce jumped on him. Davis had 
drawn his pistol also, and in the struggle it 
went of accidentally and shot Mr. Pierce in the 
leg. The parties then arose from the ground, 
they having excharged pistols some way in 
the tussle. Mr. Davis says he took Pierce’s 
Pierce picked 
up Davis's pistol where it had 
dropped on the ground in the struggle. As 
Davis started to walk away after Pierce was 
shot, Pierce stepped behind a box and fired 
once at Davis, but missed him. 

Pierce denies Davis's statement of the affair. 
Hie says he saw Davis inthe yard and asked 
him what he was doing among the cars, and 
‘Davis began cursing him, drew his pistol and 
pointed it at Pierce. Pierce, who had his pis- 
tol in his hand, threw it from him and told 
Davis not to shoot. Davis fired and 
struck him in the leg. Pierce’ did 
not fire at all, he says. Pierce said he tried to 
avoid a difficulty, but Davis forced it upon 
him. Pierce says only. one pistol shot was 
fired. Disinterested parties say there were 
two shots, and others declare there were three. 
Pierce says his pistol was quite large, and he 
had a habit of carrying itin his hand at night 
when watching the yard. Davis says when 
Pierce first attempted to shoot him he grabbed 
the pistol and the hammer thereof came down 
upon his hand. 

The. truth of the case will probably be 
learned when Mr. Pierce gets well enough to 
stand trial. ~~ 

Mr. Davis says he wasnot drunk, and did 
not run away from the scene as was reported. 
He stated that the only running done was by 
Mr. Pierce.

We have read what is called the ‘‘preliml- 
nary report,’’ submitted by the ‘‘patholo- 
gists to the health department, New York 
city,’ and a vaguer or. more unsatisfactory 
document has never been printed. The re- 
mains of Professor Proctor were dissected 
by these pathologists, but no trace or symp- 
tom of yellow fever could be found. 

Such a report as this is calculated to make 
the late Dr. Richard D. Arnold, of Savar- 
nah, turn in his grave. We are led by the 
terms of it to conclude not only that Pro- 
fessor Proctor did not die of yellow fever, 
but that the distinguished ‘‘pathologists to 
the board of health, New York city,’’ 
wouldn’t knowacase of yellow fever if 
they were in the bed with it. 

The one infallible test of the yellow 
fever, so far as an autoptical examination is 
concerned, was shown by Dr. Arnold to be 
the peculiar condition of the liver, and he 
was the highest authority in this country. 
We advise the physicians of New York to 
hunt up Dr. Arnold’s reports. They cover 
the whole ground.

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A Few Predictions, 

A recent writer has ~collected a number 
of modern predictions, some of which have 
been fulfilied, and the result is a startling 
array of faets and guesses. 

In the last centurya British officer of high 
rank predicted that this country would one 
day be divided with the Mississippi river for 
a boundary line. It remains to be seen 
whether he was right or wrong. Early in 
the present century William Cobbett fore- 
told the secession of the southern states. 
Heine was also remarkably gifted as a 
prophet, He predicted the Franco-Prussian 
war, the siege of Paris, the uprising of the 
communiste and the destruction of the Ven- 
dome column. De Torqueville foresaw the 
fall of Louis Napoleon’s empire eighteen 
years in advance. He said that it would 
wreck itself in some foreign enterprise.

The place where General McPherson fell is 
probably the most interesting spot about Atianta to 
the average northern visitor. It is the one most fre- 
quently asked about, but, owing to its inaccessibil- 
ity, it is seldom visited, 

For the benefit of those visitors who desire to see 
the place, something should be done toward making 
itaccessible. If nothing more, some signboards 
should be put in the woods near Fort Walker show- 
ing the most direct route to the historic spot. 


Colonel Sam Marfield, of the Knoxville 
Journal, and Mr. John Marfield, also of Knoxville, 
were two members ofa small party which started 
out from Fort Waiker yesterday afternoon to find 
what is called the McPherson monument. A board 
at the fort contains the information that the desired 
spot is a mile and a half east, but none of the party 
knew exactly which direction was east. A gentie- 
man who ‘‘had been there’ volunteered the infor- 
mation that the monument was in ‘‘that direction” 
—pointing due south—and the visitors started in a 
bee line for the hill, on the top of which, they were 
told, the monument was to be found, 


After a lonely tramp, in the course of which 
every footofthe hill was inspected, the trampers 
became separated. Two found themselves at the 
foot of the hill where they had first begun the 
search, but Colonel Marfield was nowhere to be 
seen, and they waited. It-was nearly sundown 
when he hove into sight, his clothes covered with 
mud and briers. 

“Find it?” asked his companions, 

“Nary find!” Andthen he told of his adven- 
tures. Seeing a housein the far distance, he had 
set out to get some information concerning the place 
where Little Mac was killed. The only people in 
sight were some negroesin a cotton field.

Itis a fact thatonly a 
few of Atlanta’s most prominent saloons are making 
these profits, and I wouldn't be a bit surprised to 
see somnething drop before long.’’ 

A saloon man whose place of business is 
near the heart of the city was overheard complain- 
ing of the lack of business at night. 

‘“ITnever saw anything like it,” hesaid. “We 
ought to have had a good evening trade this sum- 
mer, butit has been next to nothing. One thing 
specially noticeable is the scarcity of young men on 
the streets and about the saloons at night.”’

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BURNED AT THE STAKE. 


Sad Fate of an Indian Maiden Found Gulity 
of Witchcraft. 

San Francisco, September 19.—The story 
comes from good authority at Los Angeles of 
the burning of a young squaw by Mojave Int 
dians because she was accused of practicing 
witchcrait. The scone of the torture Was near 
the Colorado river, in the eastern end of San 
Bernandino county. For the past two months 
@ strange disease has attacked members of the 
tribe, who live in‘a state of semi-barbarism. 
The victims were seized with violent head- 
aches, purging and a gradual stiffening of the 
limbs. In many cases the sufferer showed all 
the symptoms of poisoning. Death usually 
followed within twenty-four hoyrs from the 
time of attack. It is said that at least twenty 
of the most popular men in the tribe have died 
from this mysterious disease. The medicine 
men of the tribe belabored the patients with 
sticks in order to drive the devil out of the 
burning body, and in the case of Stone Head, 
asubchief, the frenzied doctors dragged the 
patient through the waters of the Colorado for 
the purpose of cleansing him of the evil spirit 
— it was supposed had taken possession of 
Lim, 

The spread of the disease at last became so 
alarming that the members of the tribe be- 
came panic-stricken and slaughtered their 
dogs and burros as a sacrifice to appease the 
anger of the Great Father. This proving of 
no availa council was held while the moon 
was in the last quarter. Every buck in the 
tribe was present. The medicine men sat 
around a huge pot which was filled with 
herbs, while the bucks were squatted ina 
semi-circle some distance away. ‘The medicine 
men watched the steaming herbs until the 
mess had been boiled down toa teacupful of 
liquid. Then a male pigeon and his mate 
were taken from a wicker basket and held by 
the medicine men while the liquid from the 
herbs was poured down their throats. The 
male bird, when released, flew away and was 
not seen again. ‘Tie female bird flutiered a 
few yards and then fell helpless and dying on 
the ground. The medicine men now seemed 
crazed with excitement. They leaped to their 
teet and danced, while the bucks satin sulien 
silence. While the medicine men were in the 
midst of their orgie they declared that, there 
was a witch in the tribe. The female bird had 
died while the male bird had flown away into 
the night. This test determined the sex of the 
witch. Whenthe bucks heard the words of 
the medicine men they became wild with rage. 
Each brave suspected the other of harboring 
the witch in his tepee or cabin. Buta final 
test was to be made. With yells and im- 
precations the frenzied reds drove their wo- 
men to the place where the council haa been 
held and where the white pigeon still lay 
among the herbs and grasses- The squaws 
were driven in single file with the medicine 
men watching with nervous excitement the 
face of each as she passed the bird whose 
plumage looked like snow In the bright moon- 
light. Nearly all the women passed the pigeon 
without giving itany notice. Finally a young 
squaw, the daughter of Cresco, also a sub- 
chief, stepped out of the ranks aud was about 
to pick up the bird, when the medicine men, 
with lond yells, seized the girl and 
pinioned her arms. The unfortunate squaw 
pleaded piteously for her life, which she 
seemed to foresee wasin peril, but her cries 
were of no ayail, her own relatives assisting 
in dragging her to the council place. The 
death of the female pigeon was conclusive evi- 
dence that asquaw was the witch. The first 
squaw to touch the bird was the fatal. test of 
guilt. The poor girl,who was but eighteen 
years old, was stripped of her clothes, 
tied toastake, and a slow fire built under 
her. For two hours she linged in awful 
agony, and while her death screams filled the 
air the braves danced about the fire and the 
medicine men muttered incantations. When 
morning came nothing but the whitened 
bones of the girl and the black embers of the 
fire remained about the stake. The disease 
from which so many of the Mojave braves 
have died is believed to be malignant typhoid 
fever. The details of this strange story were 
brought to Los Angeles today by ranchers who 
had been attracted to the camp of the Indians 
by the noises which attended the terrible 
death of the girl.

A correspondent says that a mob in the vil- 
lage of Antique, near Hiolo, in the Indian Archi- 
peligo, attempted to kill a priest, and fifty of them 
were successively shot down and killed.

Assoon ashe arrived at the 
priest's dwelling, which was surrounded by a black 
mob-howling for blood, he opened fire on the crowd, 
He picked out the biggest and foremost men and 
shot them down one by one. When he had used up 
fifty cartridges fitty dead blacks lay before him, 

The natives, awe stricken, fled in terror, erying 
that the Spaniard was assisted by the evil one, and 
that he had a gun that could shoot forever without 
reloading. They did not even come back to gather 
up and bury their dead, leaving this duty tothe 
two white men.

risen and massacred the Europeans living there,

[HOLDING IT BACK. — 


The Farmers Fighting the Trust 
Strongly. — 


Theo Slow Receipts of Cotton—The Farmers 
Fighting With Determination— 
The Present Outlook. 


A prominent gentleman said on yesterday: 

“The agitation of the bagging trust threatens 
to do irreparable damage to the commercial 
system of the south.” + 

“*‘In what way ?’’ 

“Through the farmers holding back their 
cotton and not paying their debts. The result 
of this will be paralysis and disaster through- 
out the whole commercial system of the south.’”* 

“Is the movement of cotton very slow ?”’ 

“The figures willanswer that. On yesterday 
Atlanta received 67 bales; the same day last 
year 1,088. Up tothis date last year she had 
received 7,143 bales. This season she has 
received only 302 bales—less than one- 
twentieth.”’ 

**Does not the late season account for this ?’* 

“Somewhat. Cottonis undoubtedly two or 
three weeks later this year than last. Floods 
also have something to do withit. But the 
main thing is the agitation of the begging 
trust.”’ 

‘Have you any information on this point ?’’ 

‘*Why, every merchantin Atlanta has. On 
yesterday a man brought a bag of cotton baled 
in coffee sacks to Marietta. he merchant 
refused to takeit. “Allright,” said the farmer, 
“T will take it back home, and when you get 
ready to buy itin coffee sacks I will pay you 
my bill. Let me know when you are ready,’’ 
I know of cases where country merchants 
have offered to give the farmer the 
bagging,} offered to sell it to him at half price, 
offered to sell it at last year’s figures in order 
to get them to bring the cotton in and pay their 
debts, and the farmers refuse to have it at any 
price. On yesterday an agent of a Goorg'a 
alliance, representing a large number of farm. 
ers, came to Atlanta with orders to buy some- 
thing to bale their cotton in, but not to buy jute 
bagging under any circumstances. He went 
back home without anything and that cotton 
will be laid up until, perhaps, the local mer- 
chants in that vicinity break and throw theig 
losses on the city merchants.”’ 

‘Is this action general ?”’ 

‘‘Yes from every section, we hear that the 
farmers are holding the cotton back, and not 
paying their debts. Itis human nature for 
soine men to take almost any excuse to get out 
of paying what they owe. Rainy weather, or 
hot weather, or sickness in the family—almost 
anything will beenough to keep some men 
from bringing in their cotton and paying up 
their debts. The bagging trust agitation is a 
good excuse, and thousands of farmers are 
availing themselves ofit. In the meantime 
business is paralyzed and irretrievable disaster 
will come tothe commercial system of the 
south unless the farmers come in promptly 
and pay their debts. 

‘What do you suggest ?”’ 

“That the farmer shall sell enough of his 
cotton to pay his debts. Then let him hold 
his surplus if he pleases. This is best for 
many reasons. Cotton is higher now than it 
will be again this season. It is $2-50 a bale 
higher now than it was last year at this time, 
The farmer who sells his cotton at the opening 
of the season makes monev nine times ont of 


ten by doing it. But this consideration is smalk 


compared to the danger he subjects his whole 
section to by holding back the cotton that be- 
longs to the merchant who has loaned him the 
money to make it. It requires no 
prophet to see what this will come 
to. The country merchant borrows money or 
buys supplies on credit for his farmer 
customers. He then advances this to them on 
time, taking their pledge to pay him wher 
they make their cotton. If they hold their 
cotton back he is unable to meet his obliza- 
tions, and that in turn embarrasses the city 
merchant from whom he has borrowed or 
bought on credit. Thatin turn embarrasses 
the banks with which the merchant deals. 
Just think of it. This city received sixty- 
seven bales of cotton yesterday and 1,058 the 
same day in 1887. It haa 7,143 bales last year 
up tothis time. This year it has received 302, 
Run this through the country and you will see 
how trade is retarded, and how few of the 
debtor farmers are meeting their obligations 
promptly.” 

‘‘What will be the outcome of it?” 

“Tam sure when the farmers look at the 
matter right they will bring in their cotton, 
and pay their debts. It is literally and simply 
impossible to whip the bagging trust this sea- 
son. The trust has already sold over twenty 
miilion yards of bagging. No substitute can 
be provided intime for this season. By next 
season the farmers can be organized and can 
protect themselves provided “they meet their 
engagements gered aes so that their local mer- 
chants will be ready to serve them again next 
season; but if they hold off for a month 
longer, they will find their merchants in trou- 
ble, and the whole commercial system of the 
south en, ne confidence between the mer- 
chant and the farmer destroyed, and disaster 
next year. The bagging trust would want 
nothing better than to produce trouble be- 
tween the farmer and his local merchant. 
Once crippled, the local merchants and the 
farmers are at the mercy of the bagging trust, 


now and forover after.”’

The invitation was accepted, and the visitor 
found much to amuse him as soon as he en- 


tered the inner room. 

“They are playing ball,”’ said the jailer. 

Assuredly it was playing ball under difficul- 
ties, but the prisoners managed to get plenty 
of fun out of it. Most of the players were 
negroes and their ages ranged from twelve to 
thirty. 

“High ball,” cried the umpire, who was no 
other than Sumby, the barber. 

The ball was so high thatit hitone of the 
spectators on the nose. Whereupon, this un- 
offending looker-on—one Rogers, who was sent 
up for assault and battetry—evinced his pugil- 
istic proclivities by knocking down the wild 

itcher. The ball tosser was something of a 
ee a himself, and he returned the blow with 
vigor and precision. The combatants squared 
for a set encounter,-when the turnkey called 
“Time.” The game was resumed. The 
pitcher was slichtly disfigured, but still 
in the ring. The playing was true to 
life. Both sides cursed the umpire and disre- 
garded his decisions. The rules of this sport 
are somewhat different from those which gov- 
ern the national game. The jail game has a 
rule which allows the pitcher to throw the 
ball at the batter while he is running from 
base to base. The circumscribed limits of the 
ball ground interfered with the game, but the 
players enjoyed it as much as if they had been 
in the baseball park. In about an hour the 
game wasover. No score was kept, so the re- 
sult cannot be told.

A few of the new re- 
cruits,however,were very awkward. The drill- 
ing was kept up for some twenty minutes, and 
then the company broke ranks. The prisoners 
seemed happy and they disported themselves 
in various Ways. 

Mr. George Eddleman watched their antics 
with interest. He did not have much to say, 
but his face wore a cheerful expression. 

Not so with Flemming, the blind bigamist. 
He seemed the picture of despair, Not one 
beam of hope lighted his repulsive visage. 

‘‘Who is that muscular fellow over there ?’ 
asked the reporter, pointing to a man over six 
feet tall, with the proportions of a Sullivan. 

“That,” answered the turnkey, ‘“‘is one of 
the most desperate moonshiners in the state. 
He isa man that it won't do to fool with, yet 
he is assimple and amiable asachild. I have 
never had the slightest trouble with him ?”’ 

‘‘Are there many moonshiners in here ?’’ 

“Oh, yes,a good many. They can’t be made 
to believe they have been guilty of any crime, 
and most of them regard themselves as the 
victims of a vile conspiracy. I am _ sorry for 
them.”’ 

“Any bad cases here at present?” 

‘Some pretty tough customers. They are 
obstreperous at times, but we know how to 
bring them to terms.”’

Returns to the City After Stumping for Har- 
rison and Morton. 

\ Mr. Edgar A. Angier, who has been stump- 

ing for Harrison and Morton in Virginia, East 

Tennessee and North Carolina, has returned

Mr. Angier was asked if he proposes to act 
with the republican party hereafter, and re- 
plied: 

‘Yes; but I still believe in the Chicago dem- 
ocratic platiorm of 1884 on which Cleveland 
waselected. The two salient ideas of that deliy- 
erance were, protection to American labor and 
American industries, and the repeal of the 
internal revenue system as a war tax. In 1888 
the democrats discarded Sam Randall's and 
took up Carlisle’s doctrines and interpolate in 
it Cleveland’s tariff-smashing message of De- 
cember, with his free tradé dogma of 
‘the free importation of raw material.’’ In 
his letter of acceptance Cleveland re-affirms 
his position for the admission into our ports of 
‘foreign, free raw material,’’ the most insidious 
and dangerous form of English free trade 
The great majority of southern produets ‘‘is 
raw material,’’ and yet the president says that 
the foreign competing product must come in 
free.

England manufacturers, while the solid south, 
with her inexhaustible supplies of raw mate- 
rial, must gulp down the bitter dose, as itis 
thought that we will servilely follow wherever 
Cleveland leads.” 

“You are spoken of as the republican candi- 
date for mayor of Atlanta—would you accept ?”’ 

“Tt-will be’ time enough for meto decline 
when the nomination is tendered me. But I will 
say this much: If General Harrison is elected 
president and Atlanta should elect a protec- 
tionist mayor, it would greatly help to induce 
northern capital to come here and build fac- 
tories.”’
